near Cologne, Germany and is a Catholic and a lawyer by profession. When the Nazis 
took over the German courts, Engelsing was a Judge in Berlin, As he was anti- 
Nazi in spirit, he gave up law and became a fttilm director and producer, in which 
fi&eld he had considerable success. 

In 1938 Engelsing married Ingeborg Kohler in England, as, since his wife 
was half Jewish, it was in^xDssible to marry in Germany, Mrs. Engelsing and her 
children are now living at 115 Hillcrest Road, Berkeley 5, Calif,, with her parents. 

Sngftlsing was n Berlin from 1930 to 1944 'dien he went 
to Konstanz, Germany, to make a film and remained there. His home address is 
Aeschemweg 8, Konstanz. In 1945 he was given an appointment as Chief Attorney in 
the French :-iilitary Courts and the German Courts in the French zone.

Schulze-BoTsen was influenced toward aiding the Soviets instead of following hia 
earlier Inclination to the British. 

Engelsing's sttry is considered on the whole to be very tuisatis- 
factory. Further questioni^ng is expected to elicit more detailed information on 
his connections with the Schuls^Boyaen group.
